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There  are  many  books  that  a  student  acquires  during  his  years 
at  the  University.  Some  of  them  will  become  his  companions 
through  life.  But  there  are  few  that  he  will  come  back  to  with  a 
warmer  sense  of  affection  than  the  volume  which  portrays  the  scenes 
of  his  student  days,  and  which  reminds  him  vividly  of  the  stimulus 
that  came  from  kindred  minds  in  club  associations  and  in  the  lighter 
moments  of  fun  and  frolic.  Not  a  book  that  is  primarily  intellectual, 
true.  And  yet  in  these  little  groups  discussions  took  place  which 
counted  for  much  in  intellectual  development  The  classroom  and 
the  library  are  not  the  only  centres  of  mental  stimulus  in  a  university. 

Such  a  book  is  the  Tricolor.  May  I  congratulate  all  who  have 
to  do  with  its  production,  the  editor  and  his  staff,  the  lithographer 
and  the  printer.  And  may  I  hope  that  the  volume  will  give  great 
pleasure  and  continued  satisfaction  through  the  years  to  all  who 
make  the  book  their  own.  The  ties  that  bind  the  student  or  the 
graduate  to  his  university  are  intangible,  but  very  real.  They  can¬ 
not  readily  be  defined.  But  if  a  definition  were  to  be  sought,  the 
pages  of  the  Tricolor  would  supply  in  part  the  answer.  The  warm 
human  relationships  of  student  days  will  remain  among  life's  most 
precious-  memories. 

To  all  of  you  may  life  be  increasingly  rich  in  those  values  that 
Queen's  has  stood  for  and  continues  to  stand  for,  the  enduring 
values  on  which  alone  character  is  built  and  intellectual  integrity 
maintained  May  you  stand  firm  on  the  sure  foundation  of  wis¬ 
dom  and  knowledge.

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PROF.  A  E.  PRINCE 

A  recognized  authority  on  the  problems  of  the  Near  and  Middle 
East,  and  a  mediaevalist  of  note,  Professor  Albert  E.  Prince  passed  away 
on  September  18  after  an  illness  of  several  months.  He  was  grounded 
in  mediaeval  history  at  the  University  of  Manchester,  where  he  took  his 
M.A  degree.  After  further  studying  at  Baliol  College,  Oxford,  he  re¬ 
ceived  the  degree  of  B  Litt.  He  joined  the  Department  of  History  at 
Queen's  University  in  1914  as  a  lecturer,  became  an  assistant  professor 
in  1920  associate  professor  in  1924,  and  full  professor  in  1934.  Early 
in  the  Creat  War  of  1914-1918  he  was  granted  leave  of  absence,  and 
rose  to  a  captaincy  in  the  British  Army  He  served  in  Gallipoli,  Egypt, 
and  Palestine  Becoming  interested  in  this  part  of  the  world,  he  de¬ 
voted  special  study  to  its  history  and  problems,  and  became  an  authority 
in  this  field  He  was  a  member  of  the  Board  of  the  Kingston  Public 
Library,  and  the  Council  of  the  Canadian  Historical  Association 


DR  H.  P.  FOLCER 

Professor  of  ophthalmology  at  Queen's,  and  eye,  ear,  nose  and  throct 
specialist  of  repute,  Dr  Howard  Price  Folger,  Arts  '17,  Med.  '22,  died  in 
Kingston  General  Hospital  after  a  severe  heart  attack/  Born  in  Kingston, 
the  son  of  the  late  Howard  Folger,  Arts  '87,  he  graduated  from  the  King¬ 
ston  Collegiate  Institute,  and  at  the  age  of  17  entered  the  Arts  Faculty 
at  Queen's  After  receiving  his  Bachelor  of  Arts  degree,  he  entered  the 
Medical  Faculty  and  received  his  M.D.,  C.M.  degrees  in  1922.  He  then 
interned  at  St.  John's  Hospital,  New  York  City,  and  the  the  Brooklyn  Eye, 
Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  Hospital  for  two  years  After  a  year's  study  in 
Vienna,  he  returned  to  Kingston  and  opened  a  practice  about  twenty  vears 
ago.  An  outstanding  specialist  on  diseases  of  the  eye,  Dr  Folger  was 
vice-president  of  the  Canadian  Ophthalmology  Society.  He  also  belonged 
to  the  Masonic  Order,  the  Kingston  Yacht  Club  and  the  Cataraqui  Golf 
and  Country  Club. 


PROF  L.  T  RUTLEDGE 


An  Engineer  of  wide  exper¬ 
ience  in  the  mechanical  field, 
Professor  Lewis  Traver  Rut¬ 
ledge  died  on  September  27  after  a  very  brief  illness  The  son  of  John  W 
Rutledge,  he  was  born  in  1883  in  Terra  Cotta,  Ontario.  He  attended 

Georgetown  High  School  and  later  Brampton  Model  School.  After  teach¬ 

ing  for  three  years,  he  entered  the  University  of  Toronto,  and  graduated 
in  Mechanical  Engineering  with  Honours  in  1910,  and  was  awarded  an 
M.E.  degree  in  193°.  After  demonstrating  for  six  years  at  U  of  T.,  he 
started  his  own  machine  shop  in  Toronto.  In  1920,  he  joined  the  staff 
of  the  Mechanical  Engineering  Department  at  Queen's  University.  He 
found  time  in  a  crowded  Schedule  to  practise  as  a  consulting  engineer, 

and  in  the  early  years  of  the  last  war  was  manager  of  a  war  plant  in 

Orillia  He  was  an  active  member  of  the  Engineering  Institute  of  Canada, 
and  the  Professional  Engineers  of  Ontario,  and  served  in  various  capacities 

with  both  bodies.  He  belong¬

SENIOR  RUGBY 


Although  the  first  complete  postwar  inter¬ 
collegiate  season  found  the  '47  Gaels  on  the  long 
end  of  the  score  only  once,  Queen's  spirit  still  ran 
high,  kept  there  for  the  most  part  by  the  efforts  cf 
the  indefatigable  "Doc"  Morgan. 

Head  coach  Doug  Monsson,  ex- Illinois  star  ath¬ 
lete  and  more  recently  sports  officer  with  General 
Patton's  Third  Army,  was  in  charge  of  the  master¬ 
minding,  and  although  possessing  lots  of  drive  and 
determination,  lacked  the  intimate  knowledge  ot 
the  Canadian  game's  finer  points,  which  unfortun¬ 
ately  comes  only  with  experience.  Sharing  his  duties 
were  Bob  Elliott  and  Tex.  Thomas,  popular  coaches 
with  last  year's  entry. 

After  the  usual  exhibition  victories,  this  year 
over  Guelph,  23-1,  Loyola,  35-11,  which  build  up 
hopes  for  a  big  year,  and  the  pre-season  injuries 
which  dash  them  down  again,  Queen's  went  to  Mon¬ 
treal  for  the  opener  on  October  5th  Here,  impres¬ 
sive  ceremonies,  which  saw  the  players  presented  to 
the  Governor-General,  and  a  pleasing  athletic  de¬ 
monstration,  greeted  the  fans.  In  the  game  itself 
a  big,  fast  Red  Machine  which,  although  outplayed 
along  the  line,  packed  enough  offensive  power  to 
shade  our  boys  18-12;  costly  fumbles  paving  the 
way  for  three  of  the  touchdowns.  McGill's  ace, 
Murray  Hayes,  provided  the  thrill  of  the  afternoon 
with  his  95  yard  touchdown  dash  after  gathering  in 
a  Queen's  kick  on  his  own  fifteen. 

The  following  Saturday  saw  us  entertaining  last 
year's  champions  in  the  mud  and  mire  of  Richard¬ 
son  Stadium,  where  the  boys  in  the  purple  and  white 
proceeded  to  show  the  four  thousand  odd  rain-soak¬ 
ed  spectators  why  they  ore  so  highly  rated.  Using 
split-second  timing  and  perfect  blocking  in  their 
beautifully-executed  plays,  Western  marched  down 
the  field  several  times  only  to  have  the  Tricolour 
defence  tighten  as  they  approached  the  pay-off 
territory.  However,  Messrs  Curtis,  Curry,  McFar- 


lane,  Ballantyne  and  Co.  weren't  to  be  denied,  and 
succeeded  in  climaxing  a  second  period  march  with 
a  five  point  tally,  Curtis  doing  the  honours.  The 
convert  and  two  singles  completed  the  8-0  count. 
For  the  home  team,  everybody  played  their  hearts 
out,  but  Lome  Smith's  tackling  and  Ted  Porter's 
wet-ball  hoofing  were  the  features  of  the  struggle. 

October  19th  found  us  again  playing  a  host's 
role,  Varsity  being  here  to  renew  an  ancient  and 
bitter  rivalry.  Several  hundred  Varsity  supporters 
who  accompanied  the  team  were  very  pleased  with 
the  welcome  they  received;  the  21  -0  victory  they 
obtained  wasn't  hard  to  take  either  However,  from 
•he  standpoint  of  the  Queen's  fan,  the  afternoon's 
activities  were  decidedly  discouraging.  At  times 
looking  woefully  impotent  on  the  offence,  the  Gaels 
were  no  match  for  the  Bobby  Coulter-coached  Blues. 
Starting  off  well,  Queen's  began  to  fade  after  they 
missed  an  early  touchdown  opportunity,  failing  to 
take  the  ball  over  from  the  six. 

For  the  return  match  on  the  following  Satur¬ 
day,  a  large  band  of  faithful  followers  flocked  to 
Toronto,  hoping  to  see  the  j i nx  broken.  However, 
the  customers  had  hardly  settled  in  their  seats  when 
Mel  Lawson  started  filling  the  air  with  passes, 
which  either  Fred  Doty  or  Billy  Myers  seemed  to  be 
under  when  they  came  down.  Myers  also  found 
time  off  from  his  pass-receiving  duties  to  make  a 
few  broken  field  |aunts,  one  of  these,  a  SO  yard 
special,  was  particularly  neat.  On  our  side,  Ted 
Porter's  kicking  was  again  superb.  He  consistently 
outhoofed  the  best  Varsity  could  offer  But  even 
this  could  not  offset  a  brilliant  display  by  the  blue 
and  white.  The  final  tabulation  was  39-7. 

Saturday,  November  2nd,  nineteen  hundred  and 
forty-six,  A.D.,  was  strictly  our  day,  as  the  win- 
hungry  Tricolour  won  going  away  14-5,  on  a  muddy, 
rain-swept  turf  at  the  Stadium,  Although  a  steady 
drizzle  soaked  the  fans,  nobody  seemed  to  care  as

holding  McGill  scoreless.  The  whole  team  played 
heads-up  ball,  especially  in  a  dramatic  goal-line 
stand,  which  had  everybody  on  their  feet 

Going  into  the  home  stretch,  the  final  game  at 
London  further  convinced  sports  followers  that  the 
Mustangs  were  worthy  champions.  They  started  to 
roll  early  in  the  game  and  never  stopped,  dominating 


every  department  of  play  except  kicking,  where  Ted 
Porter  again  stood  out.  For  Western,  everyone 
starred;  for  us,  everyone  tried.  However,  the  super¬ 
iority  of  the  well-drilled  Men  of  Metros  was  obvious 
and  at  no  time  did  the  Gaels  seriously  threaten,  com¬ 
ing  out  on  the  small  end  of  a  47-8  count,  thus  clos¬ 
ing  the  season  very  decisively. 

The  players  this  fall  were  in  there  fighting 
every  minute,  and  with  a  few  more  breaks  and  a 
few  less  injuries,  which  greatly  hampered  Al  Lenard, 
Bruce  Williams,  Andy  Kniewasser,  Beef  Fardell  and 
Jimmy  Charters,  to  mention  a  few,  the  scores  would 
have  been  a  lot  closer.  On  the  basis  of  effort  they 
certainly  deserved  a  better  fate  No  one  can  deny 
that  there  is  a  lot  of  good  material  in  the  club, 
and  with  the  proper  molding,  Queen's  will  next  year 
be  a  strong  contender.

the  local  hopefuls  lost  a  close  4-0  decision  in  a 
game  won  on  singles. 

For  the  final  game  of  the  season,  on  November 
16th,  the  rampaging  Colts  from  Western,  led  by 
Jack  Parry  and  ably  assisted  by  Herbie  Lawler,  two 
stars  with  last  year's  senior  Gaels,  came  to  town 
hoping  to  add  another  victory  to  their  impressive 
string  This  they  succeeded  in  doing,  but  only  after 
a  charging  Queen's  team  had  exhausted  itself.  A

HISTORY  OF  ARTS  '47 

It  is  with  mixed  feelings  indeed  that  we  leave  Queen's.  There  are  feelings  of  pride  and  satisfac¬ 
tion  which  come  with  the  attainment  of  a  goal  in  the  paths  of  learning.  There  are  feelings  for  the 
bonds  of  friendship  we  have  cultivated  during  the  past  brief  years.  There  are  feelings  of  regret  in 
leaving  the  well-known  trails  of  the  campus  And  there  are  feelings  of  affection  with  which  we  hold 
our  Mother  of  Learning -- the  University  itself. 

In  the  autumn  of  1943  a  new  and  somewhat  bewildered  class  arrived  at  Queen's.  Including 

some  sixty  boys  from  the  Canadian  Army  University  Course,  (from  whom  we  chose  our  first  president) 

we  numbered  about  three  hundred  and  fifteen.  Unlike  the  Army  Course,  most  of  us  did  not  glean  the

Alumni  Association.

favourably  received,  not  only  by  the  Commerce  students  but  also  by  other  undergraduates  work¬

"Alfie"  was  already 
something  of  a  tradition  (centre  of  back  row,  hockey  team),  and  M.  B.  Baker, 
Dr.  P.  G.  C.  Campbell  and  Dr.  A.  L.  Clark  were  already  on  the  teaching  staff. 
Dean  D  S.  Ellis, 

“No  zvonder  such  accomplishments 
Should  turn  the  female  heads  ', 

was  a  graduate  in  Arts  (second  from  top,  upper  set),  and  Dr.  F,  A.  Cays  was 
a  graduate  in  medicine  (see  bottom,  lower  set).  Dr  E  L  Bruce,  father  of  our 
Geoff,  was  an  undergraduate  in  Science,  and  R.  J.  Ellis  (third  from  top,  upper  set), 
an  uncle  of  Stan  'Fang'  Ellis,  was  graduating  in  Arts. 


He  would'nt  feel  too  lost  on  the  campus.  Grant  Hall,  the  Old  and  New 
Arts  Buildings,  the  Hyd.  Lab  (then  the  New  Gym),  the  Old  Medical  Building, 
and  Ontario,  Fleming  and  Carruthers  Halls  were  then  standing- — 
and,  of  course,  the  Mech  Lab  and  the  Tech  Supplies  building. 
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But  things  certainly  were  different.  Paved  streets  were  prac¬ 
tically  unheard  of  in  Kingston,  and  a  girl  (you  called  her  "Miss" 
until  you  married  her)  wore  skirts  not  too  far  removed  from  the  mud. 
Gentlemen  wore  sensible,  substantial  boots,  and  some  still  parted 
their  hair  in  the  middle  You  never  summoned  a  freshman  with 
a  pre-emptory  "Hey,  FROSH !"  Why?  Because  he  was  "Freshie".

The  '07  Queen's  Year  Book  had  not 
much  in  common  with  the  present  Tricolor. 
With  a  total  enrollment  of  only  slightly 
over  one  thousand  space  was  not  cramped. 
Grads  were  run  only  four  to  a  page,  and 
were  surrounded  by  scrolls,  wreaths,  Cor¬ 
inthian  pillars,  and  poetry  Early  acade¬ 
mic  casualties  were  not  forgotten.  All 
the  original  members  of  the  year  were 
shown,  grads  or  no.  The  cowboy  in  the 
bottom  picture  made  only  the  most  ten¬ 
tative  approach  towards  higher  learning. 
Their  humour  was  rather  prophetic.  The 
cartoon  to  the  left  might  be  called  "The 
Evolution  of  a  Queen's  Prof".  Or  was  it 
humour?  If  the  picture  of  the  Levanc 
Debating  Union,  below,  is  indicative  of  the 
female  pulchritude  of  the  day,  maybe  we 
ain't  so  bad  off,  after  all.  Of  course,

The  Queen's  Journal  in  1907,  then  a 
robust  youngster  of  some  thirty  years, 
was  a  forty-eight  page  issue,  but  it  was 
published  only  twice  a  month  In  addi¬ 
tion  to  carrying  campus  news,  it  perform¬ 
ed  the  functions  of  our  "Commentator" 
and  "Queen's  Review".

1943-44  FRESHMEN 

A  record  freshman  class  of  250,  including  60  members  of  the  Canadian  Army  University  Course, 
registered  and  Dean  Ellis  and  Professor  Jackson,  reassuring  and  sincere,  spoke  to  the  class  in  the  old 
auditorium  with  the  massive  wooden  trusses,  which  the  class  later  learned  was  called  Convocation  Hall. 

Tall  and  reserved  (at  first)  Barb.  Totten  and  blonde  Joan  Cockburn  broke  a  precedent  by  regis¬ 
tering  in  the  Science  freshman  class.  They  soon  earned  the  nicknames  "Sultry"  and  "Torchy"  from 
their  admiring  classmates. 

Jim  Moorman  was  elected  as  first  preident. 

The  Sophomores  one  morning  filled  the  blackboards  with  regulations  for  the  freshmen  to  follow. 
Results:  lineups  at  barbershops  for  half  inch  "bean shaves";  phrases  like  "Cmere  frosh"  and  "Attendance 
will  be  taken";  70  to  80  "fuzzy  ones"  lumping  up  and  down  on  the  lawn  in  front  of  Carruthers  Hall 
chanting  Science  yells  and  "we  love  our  sophomores"  under  the  direction  of  "Stace"  Summonses  to 
Science  Court  were  delivered  and  the  frosh  heard  "You're  guilty,  of  course,  fifty  cents  please."

A  fellow  frosh,  who  latter  became  Science  Director  of  Athletics,  copped  individual  honours  in 
the  track  meet  his  name!5  • — -  Bob  Loucks. 

1944- 45  SOPHOMORES 

Many  of  our  good  friends,  including  the  Pres.,  had  "gotten  the  axe."  Emer  "Red"  Bowes 

procured  for  us  our  blue  year  jackets  which  some  of  us  have  worn  every  day  since. 

At  the  soph -frosh  dance  we  staged  our  first  black-face,  minstrel-tpye  intermission,  which  was 
so  popular  that  we  used  it  at  our  first  year  dance,  "47th  Heaven"  and  at  each  year  dance  thereafter. 

That  was  the  year  of  the  famous  fight.  Remember  piling  out  of  Physics  III  and  into  the  New 

Arts  Building  to  avenge  the  painting  in  red  of  the  Science  Clubroomsr5  The  fastest  move  of  the  day

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It  was  rather  unusual  to  be  starting  second  year  with  the  summer  not  yet  gone,  but  such  was 
the  case  in  August,  1943,  after  we  had  completed  an  enioyable  two  weeks  at  C  O  T  C  Camp  at  Con¬ 
naught  Ranges.  For  us  this  was  the  beginning  of  the  accelerated  course,  and  we  were  surprised  to 
find  that  for  the  first  time  in  over  fifty  years,  women  were  enrolled  in  Medicine  at  Queen's, 

There  is  no  doubt  that  our  work  was  more  interesting  —  Anatomy,  Histology,  Embryology,  etc  , 
kept  us  busy  learning  new  terminologies,  but  made  us  feel  that  we  were  indeed  in  Medicine, 

Despite  the  heavier  courses,  this  was  the  memorable  year  for  Meds  '48  in  Athletics,  We  produc¬ 
ed  some  notable  wrestlers  and  boxers,  contributed  several  players  to  the  Inter-Faculty  Championship 
Hockey  Team,  had  several  star  swimmers,  and  topped  off  our  efforts  by  winning  the  Bews  Trophy  for 
Intramural  Athletics.  Not  to  be  outdone  socially,  "A  Date  With  Meds  '48"  became  a  by-word  on 
the  campus  for  the  finest  year  dance  entertainment 

Third  year  began  early  in  April,  1944,  and  though  it  seemed  to  be  a  lighter  year  with  only 
four  courses,  namely,  Anatomy,  Bacteriology,  Physiology  and  Biochemistry,  the  beautiful  summer  weather 
provided  little  incentive  for  study.  It  was  amazing  how  time  flew,  and  we  soon  forgot  the  softball 
games,  weiner  roasts  and  even  C.O.T.C  because  of  the  approaching  finals  at  Christmas,  which  were 
preceded  by  a  torrid  two  weeks  on  the  Brain  and  C.N.S 

January,  1945,  marked  the  beginning  of  fourth  year,  and  with  it  our  introduction  to  the  clinical 
aspects  of  Medicine.  The  variety  of  courses  left  no  room  for  monotony,  and  the  subjective  nature  of 
the  work  made  it  all  the  more  interesting  Medicine,  Pathology,  Surgery,  Public  Health  and  a  host  of 
other  subjects  made  us  realize  what  a  great  deal  there  is  to  know  before  we  could  become  doctors. 

The  end  of  World  War  II  brought  an  end  to  the  accelerated  course  at  the  completion  of  fourth 
year,  in  late  July,  and  after  a  short  vacation  we  entered  fifth  year  This  will  long  be  remembered 
as  the  most  gruelling  year  of  the  course  -  -  especially  those  "hard  to  get  to"  eight  o'clock  lectures.  Yet 
we  realized  how  much  there  was  to  learn  and  how  little  we  knew  about  so  much 

Final  year  at  last1  It  seems  such  a  long  time  since  our  Freshman  days  and  on  looking  over  our 
numbers  we  find  thirty-four  of  the  "originals"  sti II with  us 

Our  last  "Date  With  Meds  '48"  was  followed  by  one  of  the  finest  Medical  At  Homes  at  iueen's 
and  thus  brought  to  an  end  the  social  activities  of  Meds  '48.  Following  the  Final  Year  Dinner  we 
must  get  down  to  some  hard  work  prior  to  the  Councils  and  then  graduation! 

In  closing,  we  wish  to  add  a  few  words  of  appreciation  and  thanks  to  our  teachers  for  their  un¬ 
tiring  efforts  on  our  behalf.  Their  task  was  not  easy,  and  overburdened  as  they  were  during  the 
war  years,  they  did  not  let  us  down  May  their  wishes  be  fulfilled  in  the  years  that  follow. 

After  graduation,  what  then?  Many  of  us  hope  to  carry  on  in  some  branch  of  the  profession 
which  may  take  us  to  various  parts  of  the  world.  Wherever  we  are  or  whatever  we  may  do,  we 
shall  be  regarded  as  true  and  loyal  men  of  Queen's.
